They are sprayed regularly throughout both growing: seasons and grown on a 
clay loam soil which produces a heavy branched root system assuring your customer of a tree 
which will transplant unusually well. They are never dug until all foliage has been shed in the 
Fall and the temperature is low enough to insure well ripened bark. -
